"By city worker." said Mr. Nord- 


man. "I mean everyone who furnishes 
or aids in furnishing any product or 
service and includes business and pro- 
fessional 
men as well ae common 


laborers. 


"The situation before the people 


and the country today is unsatisfac- 
tory and is evidently getting worse. 
WP may as well look facts In the 
face. 


"The marketing division was cre- 


ated in an attempt to find and apply 
some remedy. Jumping at conclusions 
is dangerous. Nothing but calm un- 
prejudiced reasoning will meet the 
situation. If it were a simple propo- 
sition the remedy would nave been 
found long ago. Remedies have been 
suggested and tried, but the prob- 
lem still remains. 


Must Pay to Got 


"The farmer is chiefly a producer 


of foodstuffs. His first need is an ac- 
tive market. The farmer would like 
a good profitable price for his pro- 
ducts, and at the same time he would 
like to hire help when help is needed 
at low wages. These two things at the 
same time are impossible. 


"The farmer desires prosperity, and 


prosperity for the hired man means 
high wages. There cannot be high 
wages for the hired man in the city 
ami low wages on the farm. 
Labor 


will gravitate 
to the place 
where 


wages are highest, other things being 
equal. 


•'The hired man of the city consti- 


tutes the great market for the farm- 
er's products. Our population is made 
up largely of farmers and city work- 
ers. These two constitute more than 
00 per cent of the population. Each 
supplies both himself and the other 
with his products. 
Wages cannot 


be high in one industry and low in 
the other. 


"The farmer should be happy when 


he finds hired help for the farm is 
scarce and high priced for that means 
his biggest customer, the city laborer, 
is well paid and prosperous and will 
purchase from him in large quantities 
and at good prices. 


Bonnd Together 


"But the farmer must suffer when 


the laborer cannot buy his product, 
and the laborer is out of work, and 
therefore 
out of money, when the 


farmer cannot buy. 
Consequently, 


if they only knew it the farmer and 
the workmen are bound together In 
prosperity and adversity. 


"One 
of the most interesting ques- 


tions, therefore, to the farm is, how 
can the workman obtain the full pro- 
duct of his labor so as to have an 
abundance of the means to buy. from 
the farmer what he produces, and at 
a profitable price to the farmer? 


"If 15 per c«nt of the workmen' of 


the country are without jobs, they 
cannot 
buy 
in 
any 
appreciable 


amounts. 
If 
3.000,000 
are out of 


work it may mean 3,000,000 farmers 
cannot market their products except 
0.1 a loss. But it means more. It means 
that the men out of work are com- 
peting for the Jobs and displacing the 
men with jobs at, lower wages result- 
ing in still lower purchasing power. 


"Now, 
what is the remedy? This is 


the vital question. It 
would seem 


that nothing can be* clearer than the 
interdependence of the farmer and 
tho city producer. They constitute 
tho great body of consumers. Full 
employment, full wages, prosperity 
of each is necessary to a like condi- 
tion of the other.

Why TrifBiig Cots Get Sore 


Can yon tell me why every little scratch or cut I 


get remains soro or festers for a long time? Is it 
>ecause my blood is good? (B. G.) 
ANSWER—The usual cause of festering or de- 


cayed healing of such abrasions or cuts is infection 
with pus-germs. Either your skin harbors such 
germs or you come in contact with someone who 
nfects you. Thus one man in a machine shop may 
nfect many others by contaminating the oil or cut- 
ing mixture, if he happens to have a suppurating 
boil, pimple, or wound. The best plan is to keep 
some tincture of iodino handy, and Immediately 
swab every such abrasion or scratch with it, then 
without touching the wound, as soon as it dries, 
coat it with flexible collodion for protection. 


Milk and Bovine Tuberculosis 


If a cow with tuberculosis gives apparently rich 


pure milk ia there any danger of contracting tuber- 
culosis by drinking such milk? If the milk is boiled, 
would that prevent the danger? Please explain what 
pasteurizing of milk means. (Mrs. G. I. G.) 


ANSWER—There is danger of contracting Rland- 


nlar tuberculosis (infection through the tonsils lodg- 
ing hi neck lymph nodes, formerly known as 
"scrofula,") Boiling m!Dc flve minutes— almost, bnt 
not quite—sterilizes it (the bofling would have to 
be repeated for three successive days to destroy all 
germs'*. Pastcrrrizing means heating tip to 140 do- 


ees F., and holding at that temperature 20 min- 


utes, then cooling. This destroys any tuberculosis 
germs which may be present.

Senator Kenyon seems to base his 


objection to lobbyists chiefly on the 
ground that they are a pest. lie de- 
clares tliat ho cannot get from the 
street car to his offlco without being 
buttonholed. Wlicther a registered 
lobbyist would be any less persistent 
about buttonholing, other legislators 
think, may be reasonably doubted. 


The whole situation appears to be 


confused by a lack of exact informa- 
tion as to what a lobbyist Is. When 
does a man who wants to talk to 
a Congressman about a bill become a 
lobbyist? \Vo have been hearing 
about "insidious lobbies" and 
"in- 


visible governments" every few years 
for half a century, and yet there 
seems to be no general agreement as 
to the character 
of this sinister 


creature, the lobbyist. He seems to 
have made his first sensation back in 
the days of the credit mobilier when 
th« lobbyists made their headquarters 
in the house committee on appropria- 
tions. The first lobby investigation 
happened in those days. too. and one 
of the lobbyists made the sensational 
admission that he had received a 
large sum of money to be used in in- 
fluencing congressmen, and that he 
had used it to build himself a large 
house, feeling that his Influence would 
be increased more in that way than 
in any other. 
A Bar to Corruption 


The methods of lobbyists have be- 


come more subtle since those days, 
no doubt, even as their numbers have 
increased, but it may be said that 
they still fctvor this method of In- 
direct influence rather than direct- 
Far from corrupting legislators by 
the use of money, the lobbyist usually 
stands heroically between 
the con- 


gressmen and the funds which are 
raised by various interests to influ- 
ence legislation. Some sugar plant- 
ers a few years ago raised a hundred 
thousand to keep a tariff on sugar. 
Where did it go? Well, to the lobby- 
ists first. And there a good deal of It 
stuck. 
The 
lobbyist 
courageously 


hurls himself before the congressmen 
and takes in his own breast the poi- 
soned dart of the slush fund. 
He 


does all that he can to keep the legis- 
lator the clean-hearted, innocent, im- 
pecunious creature that ho should 
be. He dispenses talk with a lavish 
hand. He directs it both toward the 
congressman and 
toward 
his em- 


ployer. But .he shows a fine sensitive 
conscience about the use of money, 
especially on others. 
The methods and achievements of 


tho lobbyist were given a good airing 
a few years ago when the lobbyist 
for a great organization of manufac- 
turers was duly investigated by the 
lobby committee. It was shown indeed 
that this lobbyist had talked much 
and eloquently, that he had filed 
many newspaper clippings, 
bills, 


resolutions, and the like. A reason- 
able suspicion was created that he 
bad once given a congressman a fif- 
tcn cent cigar. It was shown that 


every time a bill passed which might 
I to considered favorable tn his em- 
ployers bo sent them a telegram of 
congratulations 
in which ho said 


"We have won a crest victory", or 
words to that effect. 
/ 


What was hard to prove was that 


he had actually influenced the course 
of legislation by so much as a fly on 
the' storing 
wheel 
influences 
the 


course of a car. 


Of course, there may t>e lobbyists 


who exercise a sinister influence, bdt 
bow are you going to find out which 
ones they are? How are you going 
to draw the line between the man 
who is legitimately asking for what 
1 *;• want', and the or" who 5* try5j;jr 
to be an invisible government or a 
baleful influence? This is the ques 
Lion that is puzzling some students 
of the lobby question. 


Supreme Court Decisions 
The difficulty-of drawing this line 


seems to be indicated by the fact that 
is has never been successfully drawn. 
There Is a whole bunch of decisions 
by the 
Supreme court 
and other 


courts bearing on tho question, but 
they seem to differ widely. Some of 
these decisions seem to imply that 
any man who seeks to influence the 
course at legislation 
is a lobbyist, 


and therefore doing something1 wrong. 
But a decision of the Supreme • court 
upholds the obvious right of the citi- 
zen to plead his cause, and to have 
it pleaded, "it is 
the right of ev- 


ery citizen 
to employ a paid agent 


to collect evidence and 
draft his 


bill", this decision says, and it goes 
en to say this agent can explain the 
bill and urge its merits both before 
committees 
and 
to 
individual 
legislators. 


In other words, K seems that yon 


have a perfect right to go to Wash- 
ington and to urge congress to place 
a tariff on hides, for instance. Tou 
can do this for yourself, or you can 
go as the paid agent of others who 
want a duty on hides. 


Bnt what if you hand a congress- 


man a cigar, or take him to lunch, 
or givn him a tip on the stock mar- 
ket. At jffcrt what point do you cease 
to be a legitimate agent and become 
a lobbyist? Likewise, how is it pos- 
sible to find out which agents or 
lobbyists use 
only logic and 
elo- 


quence, and which ones also slip the 
congressmen quarts of liquor, invite 
them to parties, and tell them what 
to buy and when? 


Some critics of the lobbyist Bay 


they fear not so much the danger of 
actual corruption which he brings, 
as that he offers the congressman dis- 
torted facts and sophistic arguments. 
In other words, he presents the con- 
gressman an cx-parte view of the 
matter, and BO adds to his confusion 
rather than 
to his enlightenment. 


But that, perhaps, is inevitable, since 
he 1» paid to plead a special cause. 


One student of the lobby evil, after 


considering all of these complications, 
reaches the radical conclusion that 
the only remedy for it is to elect 
legislators who are too honest to ac- 
cept bribes, direct or indirect, 
and 


sufficiently intelligent to weigh evi- 
dence and Judge arguments presented 
to them. . If this were done, he points 
out, the lobbyist 
would become a 


harmless human asking for what ho 
wants of those who have the power 
to give it. 


If yon proceed on tho opposite as- 


sumption, he argues, that legislators 
are more or less irresponsible and 
stupid, then the logical thing would 
be to have them lead sheltered lives, 
appoint a committee to censor thejr 
callers and to present all necessary 
information to them In worts of one 
syllable. This, ho admits, is hardly 
practicable. 
! As long as the itching palm and 
I the bonehead are found in legislative 
halls, there are bound to be inter- 
ested persons who will take ad- 
vantage of both.

"Under such conditions" there is no 


possibility of decreasing advertising 
rates," Mr. Williams 
said, 
adding 
that advertising rates were too low 
before the war, and in the last few 
years have not increased in propor- 
tion to increased publishing costs. 
Tho speaker gave figures tending to 
show that publishers' costs have in- 
creased nearly 
200 per cent in re- 


cent years, and that advertising rate« 
advanced less than half that amount. 
~ Mr. Williams contended that there 
can be no hope of reducing the num- 
ber of skilled laborers required by 
newspapers for years to come, and 
that while spot newsprint prices arc 
softening the contract price of 6 1-2 
cents a pound is'the highest in twen- 
ty-five years. 


"It is certain," he said, "that eon- 


tract newsprint prices will remain 
permanently higher than before tho 
war. 
Advertisers who know news- 


paper conditions arc. not asking for n 
decrease of advertising rates, as they 
know that at present rates their ad- 
vertising- space ia tho lowest priced 
commodity they buy." 


Judge Larson and his anti-commis- 
sion forces are preparing to make an 
attack on tho city administration all 
along the line and personalities aro 
likely to wax warm. So far the antis 
have not made any public statement 
an to the reasons for asking the 
change hi government.
